Two of the shes men ae as 
reported in. yesterday’s’ Ching Mail, 
were arrested after they ‘had, with . 
three others, ‘not in custody, com: 
‘mitted an ‘armed robbery “on a'cargo - 
junk in Yaumati bay,: at 3.30 Bm, 
on Sunday, were this morning 
charged before: Mr. J. R. Wood.
